THE DEFICIT BURDEN. 
It is now evident that the state 
will not be able to wipe out th e 
deficit in the state treasury and 
get onto a cash basis. 
It is also 
evident 
that no measure for in­ 
creasing the tax rate can be made 
available before a year or 
more 
from 
the present time. 
I ii th e 
m eantime the state’s warrants will 
be hawked about in the market al 
a discount of from 2 to 8 per cent, 
and the state’s creditors will be 
forced to go without their money 
or be paid in paper worth less than 
the contract calls for. 
Now, we would like to ask if it 
is not time for the state to begin to 
conduct business on business prin 


ciplee? 
When a business concern, 
with an abundance of resources, 
finds its income temporarily fall 
ing below its expenditures, it goes 
to the 
bank and 
borrows 
the 
money and meets its obligations 
in cash. 
It would find itself in 
volved in ceaseless litigation if it 
should try to shift its financial 
burdens onto the shoulders of its 
creditors and pay off its obliga 
tions in paper worth less than face 
value. 
The state, however, does 
not hesitate to make a few who 
chance to be its creditors bear the 
burden that should be borne by 
the whole people. 
Take an em 
ploye of the state whose salary is 
a thousand dollars per year. 
By 
paying him in warrants at 5 p*r 
cent discount the state breaks con­ 
tract and shifts onio his shoulders 
a burden of $-50.00 that should be 
borne by the 
whole 
people. 
A 
burden that would not be felt by 
the people of a great state m a y be 
come very onerous when borne by 
a few. 
This is a situation that can easily 
be remedied. 
If the 
legislature 
will m ake 
the state’s 
warrants 
bear four or five per cent intere.-t 
until paid, they will circulate at 
par and the state will keep faith 
with its creditors. 
We need less 
politics and more business in the 
m anagement of the state’s affairs.
